GENERAL 


Brown, Ernest Francis. Raymond of the 
Times. Norton, $5. August 13. 


At 20, ambitious Henry Raymond began his 
dual career of politics and journalism, re- 
ceiving his training in the latter under Hor- 
ace Greeley and other able editors. Within 
ten years he was ready to found and edit his 
own paper, and within another ten years had 
achieved national prominence as both journal- 
ist and politician. Elected to Congress in 1865, 
he was outstanding for his non-partisan at- 
titude, and committed political suicide by 
supporting President Johnson and pleading 
for moderation toward the South. An objective 
treatment, exhaustive and based on careful 
research. 


Chiang, Yee. The silent traveller in Edin- 
burgh; illus. by the author. Day, $6. 
August 16. 


The Silent Traveller’s following may react 
with less than their accustomed enthusiasm 
to this account of his wartime stay in Edin- 
burgh, for many of the illustrations, of scenes 
sketched at night or in the rain, seem unus- 
ually somber. In his characteristic leisurely, 
friendly style the author discovers many 
things which the Scottish spirit and the 
Chinese spirit have in common, and confesses 
to a great partiality for Edinburgh. 


Fowler, Gene. Schnozzola; the story of 
Jimmy Durante. Viking, $3. September 
25. 

There will be a ready audience for this ac- 
count of the life of a well known entertainer. 
Durante started his career as a piano player 
in a Coney Island honky-tonk and since 
then, in cabarets, speak-easies, vaudeville, 
musical shows, movies, radio, and television, 
has had a widening circle of admirers and 
friends. Much of the book deals with Dur- 
ante’s relationship with his two partners, and 
his marriage. 


Gilbreth, Frank Bunker. I’m a lucky guy. 


Crowell, $3. September 17. 


The co-author of Cheaper by the dozen tells 
his personal story since he left the Gilbreth 


family roof. Adventures began on the way 
to college, when he was adopted by an ag- 
gressive college girl who was prepared to 
manage his college career, and continued 
through the four years as he evaded athletics, 
wrote for the college paper and reported the 
dean’s activities. This was followed by job 
hunting in the depression, newspaper work, 
and grueling navy service. With no indoc- 
trination course, ignorant of naval terms and 
procedure, he was appointed the admiral’s 
aide, and the result. was frustration and em- 
barrassment for both men. Eventually he 
landed the job of his choice on a newspaper 
in Charleston, where it is warm. Plays up the 
humour of his misadventures but ranks below 
the earlier books. 


Griffith, Ernest S. Congress; its contem- 
porary role. New York Univ. Press, $3.50. 
August. 

Taking for granted the reader’s familiarity 
with the structure of American government, 
the author presents a forthright examination 
of Congress, analyzing the activities of com- 
mittees, pressures of political parties and 
special interest groups, legislative and admin- 
istrative cooperation and disagreement, and 
the less obvious but equally important aspects 
of personality, political influence and informal 
contact. He concludes that Congress, increas- 
ingly aware of its responsibility and success- 
fully performing its functions as a balance 
wheel, as an educator of the public and inter- 
pretor of its will, is an example of democracy 
at its best. Compellingly written, this is 
essential reading for every citizen. 


Gumpert, Martin. The anatomy of happi- 
ness. McGraw-Hill, $3.50. August 15. 

A physician’s statement of the conclusions 
which are the result of his own experience, 
colored by his professional interests. As he 
sees it. individual happiness is a matter of a 
generalized sense of well-being and ease in 
which all of a person’s interrelated biological 
and psychological processes participate. He 
discusses briefly the physical and emotional 
symptoms of unhappiness, the adjustments 
required as one progresses from childhood to 
old age, the tools of happiness, such as faith, 
love, and banishment of fear. There is a 
simplicity of expression and viewpoint which 
many readers will find helpful.

Cadell, Elizabeth. Enter Mrs. Belchamber. 
Morrow, $3. August 29 


Amusing romance in which Christopher 
Heron, shepherding his three young cousins 
from France to England, is dismayed to have 
elderly, bossy Mrs. Belchamber attach her- 
self to the party. Even after Chris takes his 
charges to a farm belonging to his happily un- 
conventional friend Scotty, and little Josette 
develops measles, Mrs. Belchamber refuses to 
be shaken off. By the time Josette is well 
Mrs. Belchamber has attended to the civilizing 
of Scotty and artfully assisted Chris to woo 
and win the beautiful Cressida, and at the 
same time assured herself of a congenial 
permanent home. 


Craig, Lillian. The singing hills. Crowell, 
$3. September 10. 


Though the writing is simple and almost un- 
skilled there is warmth and sincerity in this 
account of the experiences of a young “writer- 
woman” among the Virginia mountaineers. 
Met with suspicion and hostility, her genuine 
interzst in their life and her spontaneous 
kindmess and courage won their loyalty, while 
her religious faith formed a firm and perma- 
nent tie with their own primitive and stern 
religion. She was permitted to live among 
them, visit their hidden stills and write down 
their ballads and stories; she helped bury the 
dead and prevented a feud and had two ro- 
mances, the most serious and tragic with a 
gentle, hymn-singing young man—a convicted 
murderer who eventually died of exposure 
and starvation. 


Lawrence, Josephine. The picture window. 
Morrow, $3. September 5. 


A disheartening novel of the in-law problem, 
in which youth and age are constantly at 
loggerheads. Unbelievably angelic, Bonnie 
keeps house for her mother-in-law and sister- 
in-law, her father, brother and his child 
bride: she takes in boarders, makes a home 
for another unwanted mother-in-law and 
keeps a full-time job. On the side she tries 
by example to persuade her numerous un- 
happy friends, who hate either their in-laws 
or their elderly parents. toward more peace- 
able domestic lives. While this attacks a very 
real problem and may be liked by mistreated 
in-laws, the all-black and all-white charac- 
terization and the unsubtle plot recommend 
the story only to avid readers of the women’s 
magazines.

Payne, Pierre Stephen Robert. The Red 
Lion Inn. Prentice-Hall, $3.50. August 
20. 


Although the people seem unreal and there 
is an atmosphere of fantasy about the Red 
Lion Inn, this story of one year in the life 
of the Amory family reads like a restrained 
historical novel. It was the last year of Vic- 
toria’s reign, and events began with a sailor's 
agreement to buy the stuffed crocodile that 
hung in the old inn near the Thames. The 
sailor did not return and Mr. Amory, proud 
of his old tavern, discovered he didn’t want 
to keep his part of the bargain for the croc- 
odile was a symbol; he didn’t want changes 
and he saw them coming. Before the year was 
over and the sailor returned, the queen was 
dead, his son had been shanghaied, reached 
China during the Boxer rebellion and re- 
turned with a Chinese wife; one daughter was 
decorously engaged and improving her mind. 
and the other, after living happily as an art- 
ist’s mistress, was about to marry an earl. 


Travers, Robert. 20th meridian; a novel. 
Norton, $3. August 16. 


Loaded with lend-lease whiskey, manned by 
a crew with widely divergent backgrounds, 
the freighter Branton joins a convoy for the 
voyage to America. The mate is haunted by 
his unacknowledged craving for the liquor, 
Slim hates and batters everyone weaker than 
himself, Johnny is a young boy still tied by 
his stern upbringing, Red was a union or- 
ganizer but has tired of talking and of the 
company of men. A series of submarine at- 
tacks, and a violent storm bring out sub- 
merged emotions as the ship, the men and 
nature battle each other. Excellent for male 
readers, a story of men and the sea not limited 
by its wartime setting.

Doubleday, $3.50. July 26. 


James Bowie's life adapts itself to adventure- 
some, romantic fiction. Besides having the 
deadly Bowie knife, which he may have de- 
signed and certainly popularized, named for 
him, he also spent several years as a slave 
runner, married the daughter of a Spanish 
governor of Texas, and was killed in the his- 
toric defense of the Alamo. In addition, he is 
seen in this fictional interpretation as a young 
dandy in New Orleans and Natchez and a 
frontiersman hunting for a lost silver mine, 
and his story becomes a panorema of the 
southern frontier in the early nineteenth cen- 
tury.

Her account 
is not as practical as Knight’s Story of my 
psychoanalysis (BooK.ist 47:151, D 15 50) in 
giving costs, time required, and methods, but 
it gives in considerable detail the patient’s 
reactions during the treatment.

A detailed discussion, apparently based on 
careful research, of politics in North Car- 
olina during a seven-year period shortly after 
the Civil war, this traces and analyzes the 
means by which the idea of a Negro menace 
was built up, largely to preserve the vested 
interests of railroads and manufacturers. As 
a political discussion this is extremely special- 
ized, but it will have significance for many 
social scientists as a study of the way prop- 
aganda works, and especially of the way in 
which it has affected the status of the Ameri- 
can Negro.
